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Thank you very much for your letter of December 15th. I 
hove read Judge Thompson's ox:>in.i.on v/ith great interest, and if I may 
say so, v/ith great respect, I think it will be very difficult to 
upset his conclusions. 

I regret to have to report that we had absolutely no 
success in interviewing Mr. Uduste in Montreal. Mr. C. A. Keith’ 
went to 'Montreal on Monday morning, the 19th December, in accord- 
ancG v;ith arrangements made through Mr. Parkraa in Toronto. A Mr. 
Hagel in Montreal, a ::'.utual friend of Uduste and Parkma, v;as 
responsible for setting up the appointment, but apparently over the 
v;GG>;-end Uduste changed his mind and refused to talk. 

No message cancelling the appointment v;as received, other- 
wise the trip would not have been made. 

VTaen my son arrived in Montreal he telephoned Mr. Hagel, 
v/ho informed him that Uduste 's objection to beinrr interviev;ec3 v;as

based priraarily on his refusal to dredge up and discuss a very 
unhappy part of his life, and to involve himself in the present 
situation v/ith its international complications and possible danger 
to relatives of his still in Estonia. Haael reported that while

Uduste could not recall ever knov/.rng Heine in Estonia,, he admitted 
th::t it,v/as possible that Heine v/as working for the political police 
in 1942' as Heine claims. 


I' regret that thir, assignvaont proved so abortive i^nsorar 
as results are concerned.
